HL'His  day  has  been  selected  for  the  Honor  Awards 
Ceremony  because  it  is  the  working  day  closest  to  the  date  of 
the  eighty-seventh  birthday  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
May  15,  1949.  This  is,  in  a sense,  our  annual  agricultural  birth- 
day party.  It  is  appropriate  that  it  be  celebrated  by  the  presen- 
tation of  awards  for  distinguished  and  superior  achievements  of 
employees  who  have  made  exceptional  or  meritorious  contribu- 
tions to  the  efficient  and  constructive  public  service  we  seek 
always  to  render  our  employers,  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

Since  our  last  Honor  Awards  Ceremony  we  have  lost  one  of  our 
first  Distinguished  Service  awardees,  a man  so  gifted  in  the  field 
of  public  finance  and  administration,  so  warmly  human,  and  so 
dedicated  to  the  mission  of  this  Department  that  he  was  widely 
known  outside  Government  circles.  His  high  competence, 
unusual  ability,  and  consecrated  devotion  to  the  public  service 
were  generally  recognized  not  only  throughout  the  Executive 
Branch  of  the  Federal  Government  but  in  the  Legislative  Branch 
and  by  the  President  as  well,  while  many  institutions  of  higher 
education  called  upon  him  for  lectures.

As  a career  employee  of  the  Department  myself,  I am  acutely 
aware  that  the  presentation  of  these  awards  today  is  in  a very 
real  sense  symbolic.

Mr.  Jump  devoted  much  effort  to  the  selection,  guidance,  and 
training  of  young  workers  in  whom  he  had  detected  potentialities 
for  high-level  leadership.
